SPINNING ASBESTOS, 
Length May Weigh Gut an Ounce.

Asbestos ‘upon leaving the. cobbing 


in bage holding about 100 pounde. 
Upon its arrival it is first forecarded 
by a machine similar to the saw tooth 
gin used in cotton mills. This separ- 
ates the tangled fibers, after which 
a final. carding takes’-placé on a 
regular carding machine. When _ the 
asbestos leaves the carding machine 
it is combed smoothly and the fibers 
laid parallel in a uniform mass. This 
mass, is treated in a rota‘ spinning 
machine. ‘ 
This first sping it into a coarse yarn 
and then draws and ‘spins this yarn 
until it becomes fine and quite strong. 
Where a hard, strong thread is re- 
quired for certain fabrica-the asbestos 
yarn is put into a doubling and twist- 
ing machine, where two or more of 
the yarn thread are combined. Of 
course if the asbestos is to be imprer- 
nated with rubber a smooth, hard 
finishéd thread is not desirable. 
The spinning of asbestos for a long 
time seemed of great difficulty, owing 
to the manner in which the thrends 
nersisted in slipping past each other. 
Finally it was discovered that under 
the microscope*a thread of asbestos 
showed a notched surface and that 
by means of ‘special twisting th- 
spinning. could be made. successful.

the wealthy and well to do Is the nor; 
mal and proper fee; the lowered 
charges made to those less fortunate 
ate concessions. The tremendous feld 
of the. physician's charity is therefore 
asually underestimated, for it extends 
to a-greut majurity of his patients: 
In olden times, when mediciue was 


the fee was unknown. Like other art- 
ists, the leech recelyed an honorarium, 
the weight of which depended: natu- 
rally upou, the resources of the patient. 

The popuinr impression that physi- 
clans make the rich pay for the poor is 
incorrect. They extend their services to 
all alike, and all are suppoved to pay as 
much as they can afford for services 
really priceless and impossible to rep- 
resent adequately in mouey. values. 

Any attempt made to establish stand- 
ard fees by law is sure to work in- 
justice to the physician. ‘Ibe “stand- 
ard” fee would buve to be much high- 
er than the average fee at present and 
there would have to be some method 
of enforcing its sure payment. Only 
with the standard fixed, as uow, by 
the ability of the wealthy is it possible 
for the poor tu reveive the benefits of 
the highest professivnal skill without 
losing their self respeci—New. York 
Medical Journul..

After the business on hand had been 
transacted the inventor arose to go, 
whereupon the master pressed him to 
remain and hear the toues of n famous 
violin which hud tately come into bis 
possession.

When there 
are no boulders in a part of the river - 
selected for a dam against which to 
lodge the logs, the beavers drive 
stakes in the bed of the stream, and 
against these they place willow and 
other brush, covering the brush with 
a thick layer of mud, and then with 
a layer of stones.. which are. placed. 
as neatly as an old-fashioned -cobble- 
stone pavement. The stones are col- 
jected after the mud dam has lower- 
ed the water on the down stream side. 
In narrow shallow . streams the 
method of ‘constructing a dam is sim- 
ler than above described. Willow 
ushes are cut and arranged across 
the bed and covered with a mixture 
of mud and grass.
